The Tenth Annual Houston Fat Stock Show which was held 
February 6th to 15th inclusive found the Aberdeen-Angus again on 
the firing line in the fat classes, where a member of the Black Bri- 
gade succeeded in carrying away the reserve grand championship 
ticket, and where a small but good showing of Aberdegn-Angus 
breeding cattle greeted the visitors who swarmed the grounds in 
greater numbers than ever before. 

William Williams & Sons, of Clarks, Nebraska, furnished the 
only full herd competition in the breeding classes. This showing 
was augmented by portion herds shown by several exhibitors to 
make it interesting all around. Looks to the Journal like this is a 
good spot to show Aberdeen-Angus wares in numbers sufficient to 
let the cattlemen of that section of the Lone Star state know that 
the Bonnie Blacks are on the way to making a place on the ranges 
of that great state, in ever increasing numbers. The Williams 
herd furnished the senior and grand champion bull in Bell Boy W. 
8th 594355, a very good son of Edmore Bell Boy 513561; and hav- 
ing for dam Eric Revolution’s Ellen 521138, who was sired by Eric 
Revolution B, 459698. 

O. A. Gerloff, of Moody, Texas, supplied the junior champion 
bull in the thick made youngster The Revere Jr., who is a son of 
The Revere 597538 and Revemere’s Pride 15th 562537. Both the 
sire and dam are by Revemere Wheatland 11th 479879, one of 
the good breeding sons of Hollinger’s great show and breeding 
bull Revolution 41st who in turn is by the International grand 
champion Blackcap Revolution who was one of the outstanding 
breeding and show sons of old Earl Marshall. The Williams bull 
was made grand champion bull of the breed. 


The battle for the purples in the female section was be- 
tween the Williams herd and the Texas A. & M. College, at Col- 
lege Station.

The honor was won with Elude Darlor 594354, who is a 
daughter of Edmore Bell Boy and Ella Elude 2d 447294, who is 
a daughter of Earl Marshall 27th and he in turn by old Earl 
Marshall. The A. & M. College entry was Revermere’s Pride 
od ni ang a sweet heifer that became junior female champion 
of the show. 


Over in the fat section it was a nice story, more blacks than 
ever and a greater demand among the steer feeders to put their 
feed into, and their efforts upon Aberdeen-Angus in the future. 
It was young Fred Brown, of Winters, Texas, the fourth son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. S. Brown, to choose the vocation of cattle feed- 
ing and showing, who had shown a champion at Ft. Worth last 
spring, and who had an ambition to win the purple in the Hous- 
ton show. He succeeded admirably in his drive for highest hon- 
ors. His calf Black Jack, was a product of the Tommy Brook 
herd at Camp San Saba, Texas, and he was 
not only made champion of his breed but he 
made a red hot contender for the open show 
competition, finally landing in the reserve 
booth for this fourteen year old Texan.

There he won 
first in Class (light weight) first over all the Aberdeen-Angus, and 
reserve over all breeds. 

“He weighed about 100 pounds when I got him and when I 
carried him to the show he weighed 850 pounds. He was sold to 
the Dixon Packing Company, of Houston, for $80.00 per hundred 
pounds. 

“I am fourteen years of age and this is my second year of Vo- 
cational agriculture, I, myself, have fed out in the past two years, 
eight head. Three of them being Aberdeen-Angus and the rest 
Herefords..

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Some Observations on 
Bangs Disease of Cattle 


Referring to methods of Handling Infected herds; 
as well as Bangs Free herds; some of the things to 
be expected; calf vaccination is becoming popular 
with increasing number of careful cattle breeders 


By Dr. GEORGE H. CONN, Freeport, Illinois 


There are several questions in the minds 
of many cattle owners with reference to 
Bang’s disease, for which they are seeking 
a practical answer. An attempt is made 
here to give such an answer to a few of 
the more important ones. 


BANG’S DISEASE AFFECTS 
THE HERD IN MANY WAYS 
The most important symptom or result 
of Bang’s infection in cattle is, of course, 
abortion, which has long been known as 
contagious or infectious abortion but which 
has of recent years been spoken of as Bang’s 
disease. This is the expulsion of the fetus 
before the normal time of birth. 
Shy-breeding is usually present in those 
herds that have Bang’s infection. Cows re- 
quire several services before they settle, 
and some of them are apparently settled for 
three or four months and come in heat 
again. The breeding ability of a Bang’s 
infected herd is usually very low. 
Sterility of the Bang’s infected cow is 
quite a common result, and in valuable 
breeding animals this is a factor that every 
owner keeps constantly in mind. This 
sterility is usually the result of infection 
which injures the internal breeding organs. 
Mastitis, or garget, is usually found as- 
sociated with the Bang’s infected herd. 
While research authorities say they have 
not been able to trace any connection be- 
tween Bang’s disease and mastitis, our ob- 
servation has been that invariably Bang’s 
infected herds have more or less mastitis. 
Those calves that are born in a Bang’s 
infected herd are often of reduced vitality 
and it is not uncommon to have weak, un- 
thrifty calves, many of which develop scours 
and die in a short time. The successful 
treatment of the Bang’s infected herd for 
Bang’s infection invariably results’ in 
stronger and more vigorous calves and 
helps to reduce the loss from this trouble. 


BANG’S FREE CATTLE OFTEN 
ABORT WHEN MOVED TO 
ANOTHER CLEAN HERD? 


It 1s not uncommon to move a breeding 
animal that is free from Bang’s disease, as 
shown by the blood test, to another clean 
herd and to have this cow abort, if she is 
with calf. This can only be explained on 
the basis that this cow has probably deve- 
loped in the herd from which she originated 
a resistance to any Bang’s infection that 
was present where she was formerly owned, 
but when this cow is moved to another 
farm or herd where there is a_ different 
_— of Bang’s infection she immediately 

evelops Bang’s disease and aborts. 

In our experience we have observed this 
quite a number of times. We have also 
observed that cattle that were free from 
Bang’s disease as shown by the blood test 
frequently abort in considerable numbers 
when taken to another location, e,en 
though there had been no abortions in the 
herd where they were moved. 
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HANDLING THE BANG’S 
INFECTED HERD 


There are four methods by which the 
Bang’s infected herd may be handled and a 
description of the principal factors in each 
method will be given. 

The method that has been most commonly 
recommended by state and federal live stock 
control officials (until the last year or so) 
has been that of blood testing the cattle in 
the herd and removing for slaughter all the 
reactors. This method is generally looked 
upon by most practical veterinarians as a 
method that is impractical and obsolete. 
It does not enable the owner of a badly in- 
fected herd to clean up his herd without 
sacrificing too many valuable animals, 
which makes it entirely too costly for him. 

The second method and one that has been 
used by many cattle owners who have tried 
the blood test and slaughter method and 
found it unsatisfactory for their purpose, 
has been to vaccinate their heifer calves at 
six or eight months of age and then use 
these vaccinated heifers for replacement in 
their herd, selling off or disposing of their 
reactors as they were no longer profitable. 
This method is a very practical method, but 
in some herds it strings out the replace- 
ment of the herd for five or six years, dur- 
ing which time there is always more or less 
trouble from Bang’s disease in the herd. 

The third method and the one that seems 
most practical, particularly in those herds 
which are used for commercial purposes 
only and that do not’ produce _ breeding 
stock which must be shipped interstate, is 
to vaccinate all animals, both adults and 
calves, in the herd against Bang’s disease 
and establish an immunity in the shortest 
possible space of time. This method has 
been practiced quite generally in badly in- 
fected herds in all sections of the United 
States with very satisfactory results. 

The fourth method and one that has been 
adopted by entirely too many cattle owners 
is that of doing nothing for the Bang’s in- 
fected herd but letting them pick up the in- 
fection from each other and self-immunize 
the herd. This requires from three to five 
years and invariably a couple of years after 
the herd has immunized itself against 
Bang’s disease any heifers or replacement 
cows placed in the herd will again develop 
Bang’s disease and a second siege of Bang’s 
disease will follow. Many cattle owners 
have had this experience and find that it is 
very costly and impractical to handle the 
Bang’s disease infected herd in this way. 


VACCINATING CALVES AGAINST 
BANG’S DISEASE IS RAPIDLY 
BECOMING POPULAR 


In the entire history of Veterinary Medi- 
cine it is not at all likely that any other 
practice has reached such a high degree of 
popularity as vaccinating calves against 
Bang’s disease. While this method has 
been practiced in a small way for many 


% 


years in many sections of the United States 
it was only officially approved on December 
5, 1940, by the Bureau of Animal Industry 
of the United States Department of Agri. 
culture and it is already reported that calf 
vaccination is being extensively carried op 
in thirty-seven states. 

In our own practice and the practice of 
many other veterinarians that we know of, 
several times as many calves are now being 
vaccinated as have been vaccinated in pre. 
vious years. This method seems to be th 
method that appeals to the cattle owner a; 
one that is likely to bring him results 
quickly and at low cost. 


WHY VACCINATION WAS SO 
LONG IN BEING RECOGNIZED 


Vaccination against Bang’s disease was 
practiced twenty years or more ago with 
considerable success, particularly in open 
cows and unbred heifers. Some trouble was 
experienced at this stage of vaccination in 
vaccinated cows developing an infection in 
the udder. Later experiments proved that 
the vaccine used was entirely too virulent 
and later developments overcame this diffi- 
culty. 

Another factor that prevented early rec- 
ognition of the vaccination in Bang’s disease 
control was the opinion held by the public 
that vaccinated cattle were likely to trans- 


mit Bang’s bacillus in their milk and that — 


the human consuming this milk was likely 
to develop undulant fever. Control officials 
gave a lot of prominence and publicity to 
this belief, and since this publicity was di- 
rected at the public when they were con- 
scious of this danger from animal diseases 
through the development of tuberculosis in 
children from drinking infected milk, it is 
easy to understand that they would very 
quickly adopt the idea that they were likely 
to get undulant fever from consuming the 
milk from vaccinated cows. 

Another factor that prevented the adop- 
tion of vaccination as a general practice In 
the control of Bang’s disease was no doubt 
due to the fact that most live stock control 
officials did not and many of them still do 
not have the practical view on the contro 
of Bang’s disease. They still believe that 
the average cattle owner with a grade he 
can blood test his cattle several times 4 year 
and go through all the expensive and labor- 
ious procedure necessary to carry on 
blood test as outlined by them.

Several months ago I was _approached 
with the proposition of preparing a story 
of the life of George Grant, founder of the 
Victoria Colony in Ellis County, Kansas, for 
use as a motion picture film. _ The person 
who tried to interest me in the idea claimed 
a very intimate knowledge of the life and 
activities of this remarkable Scotsman and 
was able to convince me that 


life-long desire to visit the United States. 
It was this visit which lead to his subse- 
quent extensive agricultural operations in 
the State of Kansas which were responsible 
for the establishment of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed of cattle on the North American 
continent. 

After having completed his first tour of 
the United States in 1871, Grant 
decided that of all places he had 


he really had a very colorful 
career from which a story of 
romantic interest — could be 
produced. I am still toying 
with the thought of attempt- 
ing it. : 

My only previous know- 
ledge of this leader of the 
Seotch Argonauts was that 
he was the first to introduce 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle into 
the United States and this 
act alone, I feel, is of suffi- 
cient interest to warrant 
looking into now. And the 
fact that there were other 
Aberedeen-AngusS cat- 
tle brought to the North 
American continent previous- 
ly to the Grant importation 
does not detract from the 
importance of the later event 


seen, the country around Hays 
and Russell, Kansas, was most 
suitable for the project which 
was then foremost in his mind, 
the founding of a colony of his 
own people in the new world. 
He proceeded, therefore, to ac- 
quire a large tract of land for 
this purpose and called the pro- 
ject “Victoria”, in honor of his 
queen. Returning to England, 
the business of assembling his 
first colonists, his live stock and 
supplies were rushed to com- 
pletion and on April 1, 1873, the 
steamship “Alabama”, which he 
had chartered for the voyage, 
nosed its way out of the murky 
waters of the Clyde and into the 
open sea, bound for New Or- 
leans. 


because as far as is known, 
no trace of any accomplish- 
ments exists of the first 
Aberdeen-Angus to arrive on 
this side of the Atlantic, a bull and cow 
sent to Ontario, Canada. This is certainly 
not true as concerns the Grant importation 
for the influence of the descendants of the 
four black bulls that he brought to Kansas 
in the early ’70s has had a beneficial effect 
on the beef cattle not only of that part of 
the country but of the entire continent ever 
since. 

They proved to be the vanguard of a 
mighty bovine crusade which was to grow 
in intensity until the doddie had proved 
himself supreme in every nook and corner 
of the United States and Canada. So 
George Grant, sometimes referred to in his 
day as an eccentric Scotsman, deserves an 
honored place in American Aberdeen-Angus 
history aside from his other worthwhile 
achievements, which we find upon investi- 
gation to have been numerous. For the 
purpose of this narrative, however, we are 
chiefly concerned with his influence on our 
beloved Aberdeen-Angus breed of cattle and 
that his exploits marked the beginning of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus saga there 
can be no denial. 


We will skip the early career of this un- 
usual man, as it had nothing to do with 
Aberdeen-Angus affairs. It might be well 
to state, however, that he progressed from 
a poor Banffshire crofter’s son to an exten- 
sive London silk merchant. Having acquir- 
ed a considerable fortune in this business, 
he decided to throw off for a time, at least, 
his business cares in London and gratify a

Amongst the other live stock 
taken on the ship were the four 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls, which at 
that time, no doubt, were con- 
sidered of minor importance in the under- 
taking as a whole but which later proved 
to be the most lasting contribution of the 
colony to American agyiculture and the 
means of giving the venture historical im- 
portance. 

We shall pass over the long voyage which 
was uneventful except for the rough seas 
which it encountered and the loss of course 
at one time, which added to the tediousness 
of the trip, and pick up the trail again at 
New Orleans where the ship finally docked. 
There the long river and rail trip began, the 
journey finally being completed on May 
17th by the arrival of the caravan in the 
promised land of “Victoria”. 

As is almost invariably the case with 
early colonists, there were many hardships 
and disappointments to be met by the newly 
arrived Britons in this crude western en- 
vironment. To make these hardships seem 
even more severe, most of the colonists had 
enjoyed the modern comforts of life in their 
home land. True, however, to the tradition- 
al fortitude of the British pioneer the world 
over, the little group, despite the many ad- 
versities which beset them, hung on and 
developed their land and homes. Many of 
them eventually became _ successful live 
stock operators. . 

But as we are chiefly interested in the 
four Aberdeen-Angus bulls, let us see how 
they fitted into the picture. There seems 
to be no authentic record of their origin. 
John MacDonald, who had charge of the 


live stock on the trip, thought that at least 
two of them were bred by McCombie, but 
as no records of their breeding were pre- 
served, no authoritative statement as to 
their actual descent can be made. We do, 
however, have the word of the experienced 
cattleman, John MacDonald, that all four 
of them were good individuals and history 
has proved them to have been good sires. 

As they were the first of their kind to be 
seen by the people thereabouts, they na- 
turally created a lot of interest and also a 
lot of speculation as to their usefulness in 
a country which was pretty much given over 
to the Shorthorn. Most cattle men who saw 
them pronounced them good bulls and 
thought they should produce the right kind 
of feeding stock. Mr. Grant sent two of the 
best of them to a fair held at Kansas City 
in the fall of 1873 but there is apparently 
no record of their accomplishments in the 
prize ring there. 

In general these black muley bulls were 
regarded as freaks and their introduction 
was viewed as one of the idiosyncrasies of 
a more or less eccentric man. Mr. Grant 
kept the Aberdeen-Angus bulls on the ranch 
which he personally operated, evidence, I 
think, that they were special favorites of 
his. Unfortunately he had nothing to mate 
them with except Texas heifers of the long 
horn variety. They ran on the range the 
year around and thus at the very beginning 
demonstrated the hardiness of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed in the new world. In de- 
fending the hardy characteristics of Aber- 
deen-Angus as compared with other beef 
breeds, I have always used the argument 
that inasmuch as the Aberdeen-Angus origi- 
nated in the rugged and bleak highlands of 
Scotland, where mere existence required un- 
usual stamina, they must be hardy through 
inheritance and I have never had any rea- 
son to change my view in this respect. On 
the other hand, it is well known that both 
the Shorthorn and the Hereford were deve- 
loped in the much more favorable soil and 
climatic conditions of the fertile valleys of 
England. 

True to their native hardiness, these first 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle brought to the Unit- 
ed States, withstood the rigors of the Kan- 
sas winter on the open plains. The test was 
a severe one and no better evidence that 
they met it satisfactorily is needed than that 
they proved to be both prolific and prepo-

On the average of once each week we get 
an appeal from some new breeder wanting 
to know some facts about selecting breeding 
cattle and what they should do to best man- 
age a herd so the cattle will make them a 
profitable investment. To those men this 
article should be of interest, for it is based 
on my honest and candid opinions and per- 
sonal observations of many herds. 

Of course I am too young to tell an older 
man how to run his business and I really 
should not voice my opinion as an expert in 
any field, but this article is not written in 
that light. I am not telling you how to 
raise cattle, where to buy bulls, how to run 
your farms, but only what I have learned 
through observation of herds and compari- 
sons of their management. 

You have often heard that it takes a good 
bull to make a good steer, and we have all 
learned that this is the truth. Realizing 
that this saying is not fiction we should 
know that an outstanding bull can therefore 
only be developed from an outstanding pros- 
pect and that all others should go the way 
of all good beef—over the block by way of 
the feeding pens. 

One of the worst things that can happen 
to any breeder is to have a visitor come to 
his farm and want to see the bulls for sale 
and find a pen full of every type and style 
of male creature from the doggy ones to 
one or two quite decent individuals. How 
much better it would be when passing the 
pen to be able to say, “Those are steers on 
feed. My bulls are over here.” Lead the 
visitor past the steers and to another lot 
where you have selected and placed the 
choicest bull calves. 

Certainly it is better to have your visitor 
know that you realize the worth of a good 
steer, and that you do not hesitate to use 
the knife, rather than have him wonder if 
you can tell a good bull when you see one, 
or to realize that you are not taking an in- 
terest in developing only the best possible 
type of bull for sale to your customers. 

Now that we understand each other on 
what should be done with poor bulls the 
problem comes up of how to develop more 
desirable sires, or at least how to produce 
more good bull calves. Several times this 
past season breeders have asked why it was 
that Aberdeen-Angus produced so many out- 
“gia females and so few outstanding 
ulls. 

It does seem that other beef breeds pro- 
duce more good sires, but in comparison of 
numbers dropped I hardly believe they pro- 
duce any more good bulls than our breed, 
however if such is the case it would not be 
hard to understand, for the average breeder 
does not plan a breeding program that pro- 
duces outstanding sires, rather does he reg- 
ulate his herd to produce more quality fe- 
males. 
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How many breeders do you know who 
follow the old rule of purchasing some good 
females and a good bull, breed the cows, re- 
tain the best heifer calves, sell the old bull 
and buy an untried and unrelated youngster 
and breed all the females at least once to 
this new bull before he is again sold be- 
cause of the heifers being retained to build 
the breeding herd? 

Year after year this vicious circle con- 
tinues. Some years they pick a bull that 
produces real high quality calves, but as his 
heifers go into the herd he too goes the 
way of his predecesser to make way for an- 
other untried sire. How much better to 
keep this good sire for use on the older ma- 
trons and buy a new sire to use on the 
younger heifers, at least you are insured 
of another good crop from the original 
breeding herd, even though the heifers 
might not produce such good calves from 
the second sire, you will not be gambling 
creer on what the new sire might pro- 

uce. 

You can see that year after year the orig- 
inal females are mated to various sires and 
always the best heifers are retained for the 
herd. If this is not the way to build a 
strong breeding herd then I am mistaken, 
but it does seem that all one is doing is

intensifying the bood lines of the dam’s side 
of the pedigree. 

This is the breeding program on the aver- 
age farm. Now compare it with the pro- 
gram carried out by our foremost breeders, 
the men who develop an exceptionally good 
strain of sires. They realize that the sires 
are half the herd and new herd sires are 
not purchased indiscriminately in hopes of 
finding one that produces good calves for 
one or two seasons before being discarded. 

Our top quality herds operate in this 
manner. The breeder finds the sire that 
niches well with his breeding herd and pro- 
duces good calves, then he goes out and 
buys unrelated females which he mates to 
this good bull in hopes of producing a bull 
calf good enough to be used as a herd sire. 
When the bull calves from these cows are 
dropped they are given every chance to de- 
velop into herd sire prospects. The best 
calf, if he is good enough, is retained for a 
herd sire. In this way they develop a 
strong race of sires. When this calf is mat- 
ed to his half sisters the resultant calf car- 
ries the same proportion of blood from the 
first good sire as was present in the first 
progeny. At the same time the good heifer 
calves are retained for the herd, so one 
neither loses the strength from either side 
of the family. A strong tribe of females is 
produced and the percentages of getting 
better bull calves is materially increased. 

Further testimony of the emphasis placed 
on the females is the matter of family 
names. Many breeders are fanatics on this

names. Each year herds are visited _ 
animals not as good as many grades are 
pointed out as being members of some fg. 
mous tribe. Because of the variations of 
types in the same families, because of the 
ill kept and unfitted animals of every tribe 
we must realize that it is time to turn ou 
thoughts from family to sire in making 
further progress with the breed. 

It takes the beginner from three to fow 
years to figure out what family names ar 
all about and after realizing that this tribal 
distinction is handed down from dam to 
dam, and that in some cases the foundation 
female is from ten to twenty generations 
removed and that it remains the same re. 
gardless of how many outstanding sires are 
brought into the pedigree they may well 
wonder what kind of a business they have 
gotten into. This is one phase of our indus- 
try, perhaps the most puzzling to the new 
men, and also to many breeders who have 
established herds during the past several 
years. 

If you object to the abolition of family 
names just remember that for every one 
outstanding individual of any certain tribe 
you may own there are many individuals of 
the same family that you would dislike to 
have on the adjoining farm, let alone in 
your own herd. 

Certainly there is plenty of room for dis- 
cussion, and there will be men who disap- 
prove of my statements. Your ideas on this 
subject are welcome and any article of a 
constructive nature will find its way into 
these columns. Let’s hear your views.

E>. the heels of a week long tour of Mis- 
souri Bill Barton and I stopped at Rushville 
to pay a visit to the Harvey Roberts herd at 
Bonhill Farms and the Ernest Peters herd 
at Camden, and to inspect the cattle going 
into their public auction on Wednesday, 
April 8th, 1942. 

A week prior to our visit we had con- 
tacted Mr. Roberts over the phone and ar- 
ranged to pay this visit at a time when he 
would be sure to be on hand and also so 
Bill, who had not been able to attend the 
October 1941 sale, could inspect the herd 
and see for himself what advancement had 
been made by these breeders in the past few 
seasons. 

It had been our privilege to watch these 
boys buy a good many top quality females 
at the leading sales in our territory and we 
wondered what the outcome of these ani- 
mals had been at their new homes. We also 
had heard that we would find here two most 
outstanding junior sires in the midwest. 

Everyone who keeps up on the sales of 
top quality bulls will remember the last bit 
of big news from the Peters herd. This 
concerned the sale of Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d 
and is told again because his get figures 
prominently in our story to follow. Hanes’ 
Eileenmere 2d was first heard of in the 
Peters sale of 1939 when his get sold at 
very attractive prices and were the top 
calves of the sale. Following that sale sev- 
eral tempting offers were placed on this fel- 
low, but he was not sold and later Mr. Pe- 
ters sold a half interest in him to Ralph 
and Elwood Hanes, who had bred the bull:

and retaining a number of his best heifers 
in the herd it was decided to place him up 
for sale. This bull had no show record, but 
was a very fine individual and his calves 
showed that extra touch of quality, and this 
characteristic was consistent through all his 
get. He was purchased early last year by 
Forrest Lemons, owner of Timberline Stock 
Farm for $5,000.00 one of the top selling 
sires of the season considering that he sold 
on individual merit and had no show record. 

On arriving at Bonhill Farms we wanted 
to inspect the bulls to see these two much 
talked of outstanding prospects, and see 
them we did. 

First bull inspected was Hanes’ LHileen- 
mere 5th, a son of Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d 
and out of a Blueribbon Bertram dam. I 
really wish we had used the picture I took 
that day instead of the one that appears in 
the upper corner of the ad, for my picture 
shows Ernest at the halter and Bill stand- 
ing behind the bull pointing out the fullness 
and depth of his rear quarter. My picture 
shows him in a natural stance, deep, level,

with wonderful quarter and low flanks and 
standing on short legs that are as straight 
and trim as any champion walking through 
the major rings. ; 

The next young sire to be led out for i 
spection was Postelmere 3d, a real stall 
mate for the first bull inspected. Harvey 
relinquished the halter to Bill who paraded 
him about the yard while I ground out sev- 
eral feet of movie film, only difference be 
tween the two as shows up in the pictures 
would be that Hanes’ Eileenmere 5th is @ 
little lower in the flank and that Postelmere 
3d wears a ring in his nose. Postelmere 3d 
is a son of Hanes’ Eileenmere and out of 4 
Blackcap dam. He is a half brother to Pos 
telmere Irene, the top selling female in the 
1941 International auction who sold to 
Baron Farms, Warrenton, Virginia, for 
$1,975.00. 

Another sire at Bonhill Farms is Pat Jt, 
a 1937 son of Pat Burgess and out of an Eisa 
Trojan Erica dam he was the top bull in the 
October 1939 Mercer County sale. Three of 
his daughters sold in Harvey’s 1940 sale, one 
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.00, one at $400.00 and one at $260.00 
Teall calf ten months old sold for 
$370.00 making a total of $1805.00 for the 
four head. Another son, Prince Pan, sold to 
Otto G. Nobis for $1,000.00 and this bull 
was shown by Nobis in 1941, standing sec- 
ond in a strong class of summer yearlings 
at the American Royal. Pat Jr. is by the 
same grandsire, Elidure of Brookside, as 
Postelmere Irene, top female of the 1941 
International sale. 

Next sire we inspected was Effie’s Ei- 
leenmere 10th, a son of Hanes’ Eileenmere 
2d out of a Blackcap Effie dam. To tell the 
truth by this time we were accustomed to 
seeing these good bulls, but amazed to find 
so many being used in any one herd. This 
fellow was over at the west farm standing 
just south of his barn in a small corrall. He 
has a very masculine appearance, is set, 
perhaps on a trifle heavier bone that the 
other bulls and has every indication of be- 
ing a real bull calf producer. His quarter is 
quite full and carries down well, his back 
legs are nice and straight with a smooth 
tail head to top off his hindquarters. He 
has a nice crest and bully head with sharp 
bright eyes and from the front gives a 
splendid appearance as his brisket fills 
down well between his forelegs. He may 
be just a trifle longer in the body than 
Hanes’ Eileenmere 5th and Postelmere 3d, 
but this group of bulls certainly should be a 
very great asset to the Bonhill Farm herd 
and to be very truthful I, for one, do not 
know where they would go to replace these 
sires with bulls of like type and quality.

His 
full sister won her class at the Fort Worth 
show last year; four other grandsons of 
Hanes’ Eileenmere are offered, one a Blue- 
ribbon Blackbird, one a McHenry Blackcap, 
another out of a Blackbird dam and an- 
other a K. Pride; a good Queen Mother bull 
out of Queen’s Pride and sired by Eileen- 
mere 140th by Eileenmere 32d is offered 
and another is a Blackcap sired by Blackcap 
Lad B. 4th, a McHenry Blackcap bull. 


Harvey Roberts offers just three bulls in 
the sale, one Blackeap son of Erian B. 3d, 
whose sire was sold for a handsome price 
in a recent Mercer County sale and whose 
mother is a Binnie Blackcap; two sons of 
Pat Jr. complete the list, one a Blackcap 
and the other an Enchantress Trojan Erica 
and a good herd sire prospect tracing to 
Beaumere 4th and Eileenmere 32d.

a real foundation female; Blackcap Lassie 
P., another daughter of the 2d is out of 
Blackcap Lassie, who is a daughter of 
Blackcap Revolution, a son of Earl Mar- 
shall who sired five International Grand 
Champion bulls, she sells upon; Blackcap 
Bonnie Belle 2d, another typy open heifer 
is by Pat. Jr. and out of a McHenry Black- 
cap dam, she is sold by Roberts.

dozen or more cattle brought in from near- 
by herds for the judging contest. Imagine 
my thoughts when I found a small army of 
folks present at the Marion County Fair 
Grounds, breeders and wives, club members, 
breeders from out of the county as well as a 
host of friends who had just stopped work 
for the day to attend this type conference 
to learn a few additional facts about the 


Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

Down in the long shed just east of the 
main show barn, where the annual sale is 
held, were tied the cattle to be judged this 
day. Not a half-dozen, nor a dozen, but at 
least thirty head, with representatives 
from herds not only close by, but from the 
far ends of the county. These cattle inclu- 
ed herd sires and young herd sire prospects, 
bred and open heifers and cows with calves 
at foot, and only one fault could be found in 
the conference and that was that the Marion 
County boys brought in cattle to be shown 
that were too good, there was not enough 
variation among animals, nor any that 
could be used as examples of what not to 
raise. 

When the judges remarked about this and 
asked why they had not supplied some poor- 
er animals the answer was that these cat- 
tle were just the average run of the cattle 
in their respective herds. No effort had 
been made to pick out what they thought 
was the best one for this conference, and 
having visited nearly every herd in the 
county at some time during the past two 
years I can vouch for them that the high 
standard of type and quality found through- 
out the Marion County herds would just 


about strike a level with the cattle shown 
this day. 

The story of the judging contest is told 
on page 44 of the October 1941 issue, but 
will repeat a little here for the benefit of 
any new readers who do not have a copy of 
that issue. Max Wilhoit, club agent passed 
out blank cards to every person present and 
as each class was paraded before the crowd 
the folks marked the cards in the order they 
thought the animals should be placed, then 
the cards were handed in and Max and Wal- 
ter Brown, using a system of judging work- 
ed out by themselves some time ago, figured 
the cards and while they did not grade each 
they worked out a balance to show which 
animals were the favourites. As they com- 
pleted this job on each class the two judges, 
John Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa, and Carl 
Oldsen of the Iowa Beef Producers’ Asso- 
ciation placed the classes. 

Only in one or two instances did the cards 
vary from the judges opinions, and about 
twice during the afternoon the two judges 
could not agree on placings. ‘This proved to 
me that the majority of the folks in Marion 
County, who are interested in Aberdeen- 
Angus, are able to pick the best animals 
out of any group. 

The breeders of Marion County miss very 
few sales in their territory and attend all 
the major shows of the midwest, so they 
should be able to pick the good ones from a 
group. This extensive travelling to keep 
informed on the progress of other herds is 
another reason why they are able to ad- 
vance so rapidly in their own locality. 

Another factor in making for rapid prog- 
ress is their choice of herd sires. The breed- 
ers use a large number of related sires and 
by having closely culled their breeding herds 
are able to produce a very uniform crop of 
calves in every herd each year. This en- 


ables them to select several groups of calves 
for the shows each year, with each group as 
uniform as peas in a pod. 

You will note this uniformity of the cat- 
tle when you attend their coming sale, 
Monday, April 27th. On this day they will 
offer four two year old bulls, one five year 
old and ten coming yearling bulls. The fe- 
male consignment will consist of a num- 
ber of cows with calves at foot, and rebred, 
the old three-in-one combination that has 
helped establish herds faster than any other 
one phase of the auction sales. Nearly all 
the two year old heifers are bred, and they 
will be mated to these outstanding sires 
found in Marion County.

Are Breeders Really Paying the Attention to their 
Herd Sires they should, or are we Retaining Herd 
Bulls that have already Proven Disappointing and 
Hoping Some Day These Bulls May Sire Winners? 


After visiting several herds in several 
states, and paying particular attention to 
the young bulls being developed, partly be- 
cause we look forward to seeing real herd 
bull prospects and partly because we have 
been asked by more than one breeder to 
keep an eye open at all times for a real herd 
bull prospect. Perhaps we are becoming too 
critical and are looking for the bull without 
any faults. But we are inclined to wonder 
if too many breeders are paying strict 
enough attention to their herd bulls after 
they have purchased them. It may be that 
we failed to see correctly many bulls that 
we looked at during the past few weeks, but 
of the many we saw, few impressed us too 
well. We refer to the youngsters being 
grown out and eventually to be placed in 
service in registered herds. And though a 
bull may be a great show winner, may have 
the best of bloodlines and that includes a 
great sire, he may not be the bull to head 
the herd in which he is in service. For a 
bull, though a great winner, does not mate 
successfully with all cows. In other words, 
we rather expect that there are potentially 
great sires doing service in the wrong herds 
of cattle. Nor can a bull be expected to 
produce equally good calves out of every 
cow in the herd. There is we think a lack of 
outstanding bulls for sale in our breed and 
more than likely in all breeds. We think 
that if every breeder would seriously check 
over the calves by his different bulls, that 
more than one enthusiastic and ambitious 
breeder would be surprised to learn that 
despite the purchase of an outstanding herd 
bull, or what he thought would be an out- 
standing herd bull, he bought a prospect, 
that didn’t quite meet the demands. Strict- 
ly from an economical standpoint, then, 
many breeders should be looking for better 
bulls, should perhaps, invest in another 
good prospect and follow through that in- 
vestment by a more watchful attitude as to 
the calves that the bull sires. We do not 
mean send the old bull to market. The old 
bull, more than likely mates well with some 
cows, and he should be used on them. If, of 
course, the great prospect fails to get good 
calyes, there is little need of retaining him 
for your herd sire. Again, if he is a well 
bred bull and a good individual, don’t send 
him to market, rather take a loss on him 
and sell him to another breeder, where he 
may have a chance to prove his ability. It 
may be that the herd where he goes, needs 
just that kind of a bull. For example, we 
know of one case, where a breeder used a 
bull, primarily because he knew the sire, the 
grandsire, the dam and grandam, yet be- 
cause the bull lacked a show appearance, 
which may or may not have been the bull’s 
fault (fitting, a good mother, nurse cows, 
care, all help to make a good bull make a 
more attractive appearance) this breeder 
sold the bull before the calves arrived. 
That’s not unusual, either, we have heard of 
it before. Nor are the calves sired by this 
bull any different than this breeder expect- 

He admits he used the bull, because he 
thought he would sire good calves, and he 
is right, the bull sired the best calves on the 
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farm. More than one could be made a show 
prospect that would compete anywhere. If 
a bull is worth trying, he is worth keeping 
until his calves can be seen and given a 
chance for proper development. 

Breeders all over the country should 
watch their bulls and watch the get of their 
bulls more closely. Not all bulls are good 
enough to head registered herds or even 
high class commercial herds. We think that 
if the many nondescript bulls that are an- 
nually registered, and sold for service into 
registered herds, were never registered, 
were sold for crossing purposes or steered 
that the general average of the young bulls 
in different herds would soon change for the 
better. To retain the high standing of the 
breed as concerns inter-breed competition, 
we must not be satisfied by breeding bulls 
as good as the competition, but must find 
and use the best method of staying ahead 
by breeding more and more better and 
better bulls.

The Maryland Breeders’ Spring Sale has 
become in the last few years one of the 
We have 
never yet attended one when more than one 
new herd was not established or founded. 
Maryland breeders have through their re- 
spective consignments made this sale what 
it is and the consignments have had to be 
good, and as each year rolls around they 
must be better and better. The reason, 
breeders are becoming more and more 
critical of their foundation stock, their addi- 
tions and recognize that a successful oper- 


' ation of a breeding herd of cattle cannot 


be expected upon the purchase of undesir- 
able individuals, with pedigrees of the 
same ilk. 

There has been and is strong competition 
among the breeders to consign the champ- 
ion bull or the champion female of the 
show, always held before the sale, and 
equally great competition to offer the high 
selling animal of the sale. In other words, 
personal pride of the different breeders has 
done much to improve and keep improving 
the annual Maryland Sale offering. First, 
the selection of nominated cattle by the 
breeders; each breeder knows that the sale 
committee will make two inspections, first 


as to type and desirability of the animal 
if properly conditioned, and secondly a trip 
to see whether or not the consignor has 
followed through a good selection of an 
animal by properly fitting for the sale. If 
lack of condition, either through lack of 
feed or care is evident, the committee re- 
fuses that particular animal, and there are 
always those that are refused. Fitting 
young cattle for the sale never harms them 
and does much to improve their appearance 
_ the manner in which the public receives 
them.

There are 
better cattle in Maryland each year, simply 
because the breeders are constantly culling 
and constantly adding a good one here and 
a good one there.

Sale gets away with Several Very Select Females Selling below 
expected prices. Yet, Sale Makes Splendid Average of $285.00 
on One Hundred and Three Lots. 31 Bulls Average $320.00. 


Bargains were the rule of the day on 
Thursday March 12th when the annual Mer- 
cer County Spring Sale was staged, for 
choice female after choice female went 
through the ring with but a few bids being 
placed and those somewhat slowly made. 
Yet, an exceptionally good sale was held, 
for the buyers placed bid after bid on cattle 
considered by many to be less desirable and 
failed to take advantage of the tops. Occas- 
ionally, such happens, but not often. In 
checking with the 1941 spring sale we find 
that seventy-two females averaged $197.48, 
while the seventy-two females offered on 
March 12th averaged $270.00 or a gain of 
$72.50 per head.

Among Others the State of New Jersey is Forging Ahead in the 
Business of Breeding and Developing More Registered Herds of 


Aberdeen-Angus Cattle. 


Great Show of Young Cattle held at 


Trenton for which Much Credit should be given Professor Wil- 
liam ©. Skelley of the New Jersey State Agricultural Experi- 
mental Station, Rutgers University, located at New Brunswick. 


Just a very few years ago, an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd of breeding cattle was more or 
less of a novelty in the densely populated 
state of New Jersey. Yet, the breed is mak- 
ing great strides there today and more and 
more herds are being founded and more and 
more home bred steers are being fed out for 
the greatest beef market known that of New 
York city and its immediate vicinity. 

As to the number of new herds started in 
New Jersey in recent years, we shall make 
no mention, but there are several. There is 
reason why there should be more, for parts 
of New Jersey are strictly rural, with lots 
of good grass land, which can best be utiliz- 
ed by a beef herd of cows for pasture. 

Just where the credit must go for the eas- 
ily noted increasing interest in and demand 
for breeding stock is hard to state, but we 
think it is not any one particular person or 
any one particular reason for such being 
the case. Surely, the fact that more and 
more men and women from the industrial 
ranks are moving out to the country must 
be one good reason, for as they secure land 
they start looking for live stock. Aberdeen- 
Angus are well adapted to their require- 
ments, needing comparatively little care and 
a minimum of labor cost. 

However, there is another reason for 
herds starting in New Jersey and we think 
much credit can be given to Professor Wil- 
liam C. Skelley of the Extension service of 
the state of New Jersey. Professor Skelley 
or as we know him and most of our readers, 
who have met him, “Bill” Skelley has been 
a factor in the promotion of registered live 
stock in New Jersey. We believe that Bill 
cares not too much whether the registered 
live stock herd be Aberdeen-Angus or anoth- 
er breed, as iong as the herd is founded up-

know Bill likes good Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
we also know he likes good Berkshire hogs 
and good Belgian horses, and we are very 
certain that he appreciates all breeds of 
cattle, horses and hogs as long as they are 
good individually and produce satisfactorily. 

Shows of live stock do much to advance 
the interests of pure bred live stock and 
should be promoted constantly. The Tren- 
ton show, according to one, who has seen 
hundreds and hundreds of shows, from the 


time they were started until they have 


grown to a highly respected nati i 
(I refer to Mr. W. A McGrane or venting, 
Stock Farms, Worton, Maryland) was a an 
credit to the breed, and a real credit t = 
boys who fed the steers for the show :

More Good Aberdeen-Angus go South to 


Help Improve the Quality and Quantity of Beef 


By FRED HAHNE 


shington, March 4—The nation’s 2,- 
500,000 — farmers were told Wednes- 
day by Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. 
Wickard that they should plant this year 
their full national acreage allotment of 
27,400,000 acres. He recommended that as 
much of this acreage allotment as possible 
be planted in medium or longer staple var- 
ieties of cotton in order to assure adequate 
supplies of the qualities needed to meet mil- 
itary requirements. i 

The Secretary explained that his call on 
the cotton farmers to plant their full allot- 
ment does not mean that the cotton acreage 
for 1942 will be increased, or that farmers 
are expected to exceed their assigned quo- 
tas. Farmers last year underplanted the 
national acreage allotment by 4,000,000 
acres and the Secretary is anxious that 
there be no such underplanting this season. 
The 1941 crop of 10,976,000 bales was pro- 
duced from a planted acreage of 23,250,000 
acres. 

A substantial increase in the production 
of cottonseed oil would result from the 
planting of the full cotton acreage allot- 
ment, Wickard pointed out, adding that veg- 
etable oils are badly needed. Assuming that 
the entire increase in production of cotton 
seed is crushed for oil, a 1942 crop of 13,- 
500,000 bales would result in an increase of 
250,000,000 pounds of cottonseed oil over 
the 1941 production. 

“It is especially important”, Wickard said, 
“that farmers palnt their full cotton acre- 
age allotments in those areas which normal- 
ly produce cotton of a staple length of one 
inch or better, and where the planting of a 
full allotment will not reduce the acreage 
planted to other oil crops. The war emerg- 
ency has developed an increased need for 
cotton of longer staple lengths. In addition 
to helping meet the need for longer staple 
cotton, increased cotton production also will 
- considerably to our supply of vegetable 
oils.

Tattooing of ALL Aberdeen-Angus Cattle is Compulsory Before 
Registering with the Association Beginning June 1st, 1942. 
Classifications for Breeding Classes at the coming Summer and 
Fall Shows. The 1942 National Aberdeen-Angus Show will be 
Held at the Maryland State Fair during Week of September 7th 


Tattooing of all Aberdeen-Angus cattle is 
compulsory before registering with the As- 
sociation beginning June 1, 1942. This action 
was taken by the Board of Directors of the 
Association in December, 1941. It is prob- 
ably the most forward step that the Asso- 
ciation has ever taken. It will further as- 
sure the positive identification of all Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

The system to be used is as follows: 

Each breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle will be assigned a letter or letters 
which will be for his exclusive use in 
recording his cattle in the future. This 
letter or letters must be tattooed in the 
center of the left ear. In addition to 
the letter or letters, the left ear must 
carry a number indicating the year in 
which the animal was born. To illus- 
trate: If a breeder had assigned to 
him the letters A.R.X., all calves born 
in 1942 would carry the following tat- 
too in the left ear: A.R.X.2. Calves 
born in 1943 would be tattooed A.R.X.3 
and so on up to 1949. Calves born 
prior to 1942 will carry the numbers as 
follows: A.R.X.0 for 1940 calves and 
A.R.X.1 for 1941 calves. 

The individual herd number must be 
tattooed in the right ear. This may be 
started with the number 1 and contin- 
ued up to 1000, or any number desired. 

The herd letter or letters, the year in 
which the animal is born and the indi- 
vidual herd number must be put on the 
application for registry blank and cer- 
tified to that the tattoo marks were put 
in the ear before the application for 
registry was signed. 

A combination of one, two and three let- 
ters have been made up which makes about 
18000 combinations. Breeders desiring to 
select a letter or combination of letters may 
do so up to April 1, at which time every 
herd on record will be assigned a letter or 
letters. In requesting the reservation of a 
letter or letters, it is desirable to indicate 
first, second and third choice. The first 
choice will be assigned unless it has been 
previously assigned to some other breeder. 
All requests for individual letters will be 
filed in the order in which they are received 
in the office. 


TATTOO 
OUTFITS 

There are several types of tattoo ma- 
chines available on the market. The simplest 
and least expensive outfit is what is known 
as the Interchangeable outfit. This consists

of tongs and removable digits. This outfit, 
together with tongs and one set of figures 
0 to 9, % inch size, and two ounce bottle of 
tattoo ink, sells for $4.00. Letters or fig- 
ures cost 25 cents each. An extra set of 
figures 0 to 9 costs $2.00. 

A very convenient type is what is known 
as the Revolving Head type. This comes 
with insertable digits permitting the use of 
figures in one side of the head and letters 
in the other, so that letters and figures may 
be used without reinserting the characters. 
Since the herd letters must be inserted in 
one ear and the individual herd numbers in 
the other ear, this may be the most accept- 
able type for Aberdeen-Angus breeders to 
purchase. This outfit sells for $5.00 with a 
full set of digits 0 to 9. Extra letters or 
numbers are 25 cents each. . 

Another outfit known as the rotary tattoo 
has the digits arranged in endless chains. 
There are four sets of digits in each in- 
strument making it possible to number from 
1 to 9999. Space is also provided for let- 
ters which can be added to the chains by 
the manufacturer at 75 cents for the first 
letter and 35 cents for each additional let- 
ter. This outfit sells for $10. Breeders 
who have a large number of cattle to record 
may prefer the rotary tattoo for putting the 
herd numbers in the right ear but could pur- 
chase one of the smaller outfits to put the 
herd letters in. the left ear. Full instruc- 
tions for operating tattoo outfits accompany 
each set. 

There are a number of companies hand- 
ling tattoo sets. Among these are the 
Franklin Serum Company, Denver, Colora- 
do; Weston Manufacturing Company, Den- 
ver, Colorado; Salt Lake Stamp Company, 
Salt Lake,Utah; L. R. Morford, Iowa City, 
Iowa; F. S. Burch Company, 1909 Clifton 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois; the Stone Manu- 
facturing & Supply Company, 205 East 224 
Street, Kansas City, Missouri, and Breeders 
Supply Company, 101 South Main Street, 
Council Bluffs, lowa. The Association can 
also supply breeders with any of these sets 
at the prices given. 

It is not necessary for every breeder to 
purchase a tattoo outfit. One outfit may be 
used by several breeders in a community, or 
a local association may purchase several 
outfits to be used by its members.

Two of the Best Sales in the Midwest will be 
Those of the Central Missouri Breeders at Co- 
lumbia University on April 6th and Howard 
County Association at Fayette on April 2Oth. 


By DICK HAHNE 


Due to circumstances beyond control it 
was impossible for us to pay a visit to all 
herds consigning cattle to these two good 
auctions at the time the sale committees 
made their final tour of inspection, as has 
been our custom in past years. However, 
during a recent visit in this section we did 
visit a number of herds consigning to these 
two auctions and know that what cattle we 
did see were a just representation of the 
consignments as a whole. $ 

Talk about the Japs, Hitler, or the Dicta- 
tors, the most ruthless group of persons 
I have as yet personally encountered are the 
members of the sifting committees of these 
two Missouri auctions. Their ruthlessness 
has done nothing but promote the associa- 
tions and make visiting breeders, and buy- 
ers, realize that this territory can, and does, 
furnish the kind of cattle they want to pur- 
chase and add to their herds. 

In the past it has been my pleasure to 
visit the many herds in Central Missouri, 
which includes Calloway, Cole and Boone 
counties, and those herds belonging to the 
Howard County Association, in company 
with the sifting committees. I have been 
with them on their first tours in early fall 
when the first inspection is made of cattle 
pledged to the sales and I have been with 
them on the last inspections when the com- 
mittees speak the final word on every ani- 
mal going into the catalog. 

Not once, but several times, I have watch- 
ed this committee reject an animal that did 
not meet their standards and pick an animal 
from the herd to replace this individual. The 
breeder usually has no alternative but to 
let the sifting committee have the animal 
they request for they know that members 
of this committee have littie to say about 
which animals they must consign and that 
members of this committee takes from each 
other the kind of cattle they would like to 
see in the coming sale. 

By being absolutely unselfish in their own 
contributions to the sales and by working 
always for the good of the organizations the 
sifting committees have built these sales to 
the point where each year the repeat cus- 
tomers swarm back on the seats and each 
year finds from two to three new herds 
established with purchases made at both the 
Central Missouri and the Howard County 
Auctions. Fact that mail order bids from 
as far as Texas have been received on out- 
standing individuals offered in these sales is 
proof in itself of the quality and type found 
in the cattle making up these auctions. 

In years past these two sales have closely 
followed each other, Howard County selling 
on the third Monday in April and the Cen- 
tral Missouri sale on Tuesday. However, 
this year, due to some misunderstanding 
and inability to secure the auctioneers they 
wanted the two sales were separated by a 
two weeks interval. Next year they will 
again be in a series to best accommodate the 
visiting breeders and buyers from a dis- 
tance. 

Last year a large number of bulls, and a 
good many open females, or cows whose 
calves had been weaned made up these con- 
signments. This year, learning from pre- 
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vious experience that the buyers are very 
much interested in the two-in-one and the 
three-in-one combinations they are offering 
a large number of cows with calves at side 
and several that are rebred. 

Sales of pure bred bulls have been extra- 
ordinarily good this spring so it was not 
hard for them to cut down on the numbers of 
bulls going into their sales, although it was 
hard matter to keep back the ones they de- 
sireed. The sale committee cracked down on 
the quality of the sires being offered and 
this year will find a much better group of 
bulls being offered than ever before. 


In past years we have noticed that many 
buyers attending the sales have passed up 
buying tried and proven sires, letting them 
sell cheaply and turning to the younger and 
unproven bulls for their selections of herd 
sires, I hope that the buyers reverse their 
procedure this spring. These men in Mis- 
souri are offering a number of good, tried 
sires, bulls that they have used on some of 
their cows and can sell as proven sires. Re- 
member that we are now working to pro- 
duce as much beef as possible to supply a 
nation at war and these men are offering in 
these tried and proven sires the bulls that 
you will not have to gamble on and that are

agreed that the question would be placed 
before the attorney general and that his 
decision would be final. 

Leaders of the live stock organizations 
representing the breeders and stockmen are 
to be complimented on their fine work and 
success. 

But the fight is not over. It has been 
rumored that the old-age pensioners, to 
whom 85 per cent of the tax revenue would 
have gone, may contest the ruling and take 
the matter into the courts. Whether or not 
this is done, it is probable that the state 
legislature next January will be asked to 
change the sales tax law to clarify the issue 
beyond a question of doubt. 

Not a few of the leaders in the live stock 
industry realize this and are preparing to 
ask the 1943 general assembly to amend the 
act definitely exempting live stock. The 
Colorado Hereford Breeders’ Association 
has appointed a special committee to spon- 
sor and promote the revision so that it will 
be favorable to stockmen. 

Here is another illustration of how alert, 
aggressive organizations are of inestimable 
value to their members and the industry 
they represent.—Western Farm Life. 


(Editor’s Note: This controversy has 
been going on for some time, just as it did 
in many other states. Live stock producers 
in other states have succeeded in having 
the levy suspended and there is little doubt 
but that the ruling of Colorado’s attorney 
general will stand also. That is as it should 
be, for the major portion of these breeding 
animals eventually find their way to the 
shambles where the taxes are collected, so 
there is no escapement in this act, however 
the ruling does avoid double taxation on this 
vital part of the production of more and 
better food for defense, and the sustenance 
of the fighting men of the nation. Congrat- 
ulations to the stockmen of Colorado for 
the resistance put up against this double 
taxation program.)

“There is no sweeter spot in Scotland, 
nor are there sweeter people, than at Banks, 
You drive along the windy coast, and then 
turn inland through the sweeping valle 
fields with the heather hills beyond unt 
you see to the North a great white elk out. 
lined on the hill, and again you turn left 
until you see a great white horse upon an. 
other hill, and there you are at Middlethird 
with Banks beyond. We drove up to the 
cosy house hidden in the trees, with the 
walled garden beside, and there to greet us 
were Mrs. Beddie and Mr. James Beddie and 
his brother, Uncle John Beddie, and Sandie, 
And the first thing that happened was that 
Mr. Beddie gave my wife some of the tansy 
that she loves, which was the last thing 
that had happened when we were before at 
Banks; and Uncle John gave her a little 
bunch of moss roses and white heather, 
Then there was whisky before a fire of 
peats; and then the cattle.” 

In the first field there “grazed a cow of 
a sort that is seen but a few times by any 
one man.” This was Gammer Ebenil, “un- 
beaten in Scotland now, and beaten in Eng- 
land by only one beast, the great Kilham 
cow, Eulima 6th of Kilham.” The visitor 
was much interested also in the junior herd 
bull, Gaffer Despot, which is a full brother 
to his own Gammer Debenta. “He was 
champion at the Royal Northern this year, 
and third at the Royal. Rosario of Ballin- 
dalloch was second, the best headed bull in 
Scotland that I saw. Bemaster of Dalmeny 
was first. Gaffer Despot, like much of the 
Banks stock, is one half Ballindalloch, while 
Rosario and Bemaster are all Ballindalloch 
—that speaks pretty well for the old herd, 
five years after the dispersion sale, does it 
not. And the second prize cow at the High- 
land this year was full sister to Bemaster.” 

Among a fine lot of cows with heifer 
calves there was found the chief herd sire, 
Eurus of Banks, a first prize bull at Perth 
whose first calf was first prize bull at 
Perth. “That is the kind of continuity that 
one likes to see.” ;

This herd is 
not perfect, there being no such thing as @ 
perfect herd: but year after year it seems 
to shell out the winners and producers of 
winners of both sexes, just as though peas 
were being shelled out of the same kitchen 
garden, and this has been going on not for 
ten or twenty years but for generations. 
Banks is the oldest herd in Buchan, the 
land of the Aberdeen-Angus, and one of the 
oldest herds in the world.”—Banffshire 
Journal January 13th.

No Veterinarian Shortage in Oklahoma. 

Veterinary service in Oklahoma has not 
suffered extensively because of the war, al- 
though the profession is rushed more than 
usual to meet the demands on it, Dr. D. H 
Ricks, chief veterinarian for the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, said yesterday. 

“Only a few of our qualified veterinarians 
have gone to the army,” he said, “and they 
practically all are young men holding re- 
serve officers’ commissions. However, as al- 
ways when meat prices are high, the ser- 
vices of veterinarians are more in demand 
than when prices are low. The live stock 
industry has been fortunate this winter in 
that no serious outbreak of any kind has 
occurred. Our greatest trouble at the pres- 
ent time is malnutrition of live stock re- 
sulting from low quality feed.”  Thirty- 
two counties in Oklahoma have no qualified 
veterinarian in residence, but all of these 
adjoin counties which have, Dr. Ricks said.

On May ist Kentucky breeders will stage 
their fifth annual consignment sale. There 
will be offered in the neighborhood of 
seventy head of cattle with about half of 
that number being bulls.

and to increase the numbers of better breed- 
ing herds is the composite job of Kentucky 
breeders. The question becomes then, just 
how to do the job. 

Along with the sale on May first has been 
scheduled a show of the sale cattle. The 
Journal is of the opinion that this showing 
of the sale cattle is a decided step toward 
bringing out a better lot of sale cattle, 
which must be done to stimulate new breed- 
ers and to attract buyers for both bulls and 
females.

Along with more care 
being exercised in properly selecting these 
sale cattle, breeders will certainly put forth 
more and more effort to bring out the best 
in their better cattle. Again for example,

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Georgia News 


Dr. William B. Hair, Summerville, is developing 

a Fine Aberdeen-Angus Herd; Georgia Breeders 

Will Hold Their Annual Meeting during Atlanta 

Fat Stock Show, April 14th and 15th, 1942; An- 

other Wickwire Bred Herd Bull comes to State. 
By JAMES U, DAVIS 


. W. C. Shepherd, of Decatur, has pur- 
Pant? Erceldoun of Wickwire 620294, from 
Wickwire Farm. This bull is by Bemaster 
of Dalmeny. With this purchase there are 
now three fine bulls of Ballindalloch breed- 
ing in different herds in Georgia. 


The Atlanta Fat Cattle Show will be held 
April 14th and 15th, and at that time the 
annual meeting of the Georgia Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association will be held in 


Atlanta. 


Dr. William B. Hair, Physician and Sur- 
geon, owner of the Summerville-Trion Hos- 
pital at Summerville, Georgia, is no longer 
a dude breeder. He is now firmly establish- 
ed as a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 
and his prospects are that he is most likely 
to become one of the best Cracker breeders. 

Dr. Hair has eighteen registered heifers 
carrying some of the best of Aberdeen-An- 
gus blood. Hair’s Blackbird Emma 624925 
is a double granddaughter of Batunian 4th 
of F. B. 463831, who is a double grandson of 
the noted sire Perinthian 323447. Emma 
will soon be bred to Prenthian of F. B. 
523633, the herd sire. This conception should 
produce either a great cow or herd bull as 
Prenthian is out of Batunian 4th of F. 
B. 463831 and Pericap 2d of F. B. 429743, 
who is a daughter of Perinthian. 

The fall calf crop produced only bull 
calves, but Dr. Hair believes that every- 
thing comes to those who wait. Of these 
calves four are for sale as they come out 
of the most promising animals on the farm. 
Their dams are: Pride Maggie of F. B. 523- 
518 who is a daughter of Blue Spring Idol 
2d 487960 and Blue Spring Maggie 486884, 
Black Nancy Jane of F. B. 523520 who is 
the daughter of Blue Idol 5th 487960 who 
is a son of Petrosian of F. B. 469498, Black- 
bird Missie of F. B. 10th 509655 who is a 
double great-granddaughter of Perinthian 
323447, and Elite Lass 4th of F. B., who is 
a daughter of Blue Spring Idol 2d 487960 
and Elite of Blue Spring 486885. 

Dr. Hair expects to maintain a cow herd 
of 100 registered cows and his second am- 
bition is to have all North Georgia in love, 
as he is, with black cattle. His plan for 
promoting such interest is by producing 
progeny of good hereditary breeding. He 
intends to eliminate all non-breeding and 
poor settling cows, by slaughter. By doing 
so he will do away with many major steril- 
ity problems in the future. This too will 
give him calves that come only from sexu- 
ally potent families and they themselves 
should be highly fertile. 

All calves that are dropped on Hair’s 
plantation are given special and constant 
care. Those worthy are put and maintained 
upon nurse cows until eighteen months of 
age. The heifers then are bred between 
the ages of twenty and twenty-four months. 

Dr. Hair has been interested in good cat- 
tle for several years and his first project in 
the cattle business was the improvement of 
his farms with special emphasis on pasture. 
Immediately after the first fall frost all cat- 
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tle are removed from pasture and fed silage, 
legume hay, etc. The pasture is then seed- 
ed to crimson clover thereby assuring him 
plenty of good early spring grazing. The 
holding of cattle off of pasture produces 
an abundance of stable manure, which is 
spread on the pasture in the early spring. 
The old saying, “You get out of something 
just what you put into it,” has proven true. 
Because in the past good stable manure 
with sufficient lime and phosphorus, which 
has been applied every year, has certainly 
paid large dividends on this previously poor 
pasture. 

The cattle are kept on a 235 acre farm 
with a twenty acre lake fed constantly by 
a large mountain spring. The pasture also 
has two small streams that have never been 
known to go dry. These streams are also 
fed by springs. The farm is composed of 
barns, corrals, feeding lots, and pasture. 
The pastures are not developed 100 per cent 
but with a little time and lots of hard work 
the pastures will soon, if necessary, be able 
to support a cow to the acre. 

A 1,000 acre farm three miles from where 
the cattle are kept is being developed and 


is producing an ample supply of corn, oats, 
barley, wheat, silage, and good legume hay. 
The object of this 1,000 acre farm is to pro- 
duce good Georgia feed for good Georgia 
cattle. 

Says Dr. Hair, “If a man of good breed- 
ing has ample and good food he will usually 
produce good work, I am sure that good 
feed and good cattle will produce a good fat 
pocketbook each year as well as _ instill 
pride, confidence, and satisfaction to all 
concerned. This pride, confidence and satis- 
faction will spread to my neighbors as a 
contagious disease, and when the folks of 
North Georgia see what good cattle will do 
and the dividends they will produce, they 
will want some.” 

The excess bull calves that are born are 
going to be sold to Georgia farmers and to 
club boys and girls whenever possible. 

Dr. E. E. Chambers, Veterinarian, Trion, 
Georgia, will make monthly trips to ex- 
amine all cows. Dr. Chambers specializes 
in sterility of cattle, and is a great admirer 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. He has un- 
der his supervision the Riegeldale Farms, 
which is one of the largest and best regis- 
tered Guernsey herds in the country. Dr. 
Chambers looks forward to the time when 
he can say that he is in charge of the health 
of the best beef and dairy herd in the State 
of Georgia. Dr. Chambers’ favorite Aber- 
deen-Angus is the late Elgon Sunbeam, of 
Sunbeam Farms, Miami, Oklahoma. Before 
coming to Georgia Dr. Chambers practiced 
with Dr. J. F. Thomas, Veterinarian, Oswe- 
go, Kansas, with whom he often visited 
Sunbeam Farms. 


Mr. W. R. Howard, Stephens, Georgia, has 
recently sold a bull to Mr. Dean Lott, 
Hoschton, Georgia, and also a bull to Mr. E.

Dear Fred: There is a big question in 
the minds of some of our breeders as to 
whether or not we should continue our live 
stock shows during the war period.

FOOD FOR DEFENSE 
Dillon, Montana 
February 20, 1942 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal, 
Dear Sirs: 

I would like to know what other farmers 
think of the wheat control and whether oth- 
ers are affected as we are by it. We are in 
an irrigated section which does not have an 
abundance of water. We can raise hard 
spring wheat with one irrigation. Barley 
requires two irrigations and then does not 
make as large a yield per acre. © 

We feed all the crops raised to hogs, 
poultry, and Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The 
government wants more and larger hogs 
and heavier beeves, also more eggs and 
dairy products. Still we are cut from 
twenty-five acres of wheat in 1941 to fif- 
teen acres in 1942. Does this look very pat- 
riotic on the part of those who regulate 
these things? 

Wheat and oats may be fed with alfalfa 
hay to cattle but feeding barley with alfal- 
fa causes severe losses from bloat. We milk 
a string of Aberdeen-Angus cows and find 
them very satisfactory milkers if not fed too 
fattening a ration, which eliminates barley 
even though it were satisfactory otherwise. 
We never have sold a pound of wheat as 
wheat and don’t intend to. Ours has always 
been marketed through live stock and now 
we will be unable to raise enough feed for 
them. 

We own 1000 acres of land, including 130 
acres of wild hay land and 128 acres of crop 
land (alfalfa and grain). The rest is past- 
ure. Fifteen acres of wheat won’t allow us 
to raise hogs on as large a scale as former- 
ly, and we will have to cut out the feeding 
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of beef altogether, so say nothing of the 
reduction of poultry and dairy products pro- 
duced. 

They tell us that food will win the war 
and write the peace and I believe that it 
will. Hitler forces his peoples to produce 
all the food they can and the American 
farmer each year receives large sums of 
money not to raise some of the same egsep- 
tial foods. Just who do we want to win 
this war and write this peace anyway? 
With all this talk about an immense sugar 
surplus still ringing in our ears, we are led 
to wonder just how soon our wheat surplus 
will go the same way. And why is not grain 
alcohol just as good for making explosive 
as is alcohol made from sugar? Who can 
guarantee that we will not have severe 
drought following these more favorable 
years just as drought has so often followed 
wet years. Is a surplus so very undesirable 
after all? 

If wheat farmers can’t get along without 
wheat loans and AAA benefits and want to 
keep their wheat quotas, then at least they 
ought to let the stockmen have their wheat, 
even though they might require that the 
“hot wheat” be ground for feed. 

I say, let us farmers and stockmen stand 
up on our own hind legs supported by our 
own back bones and run our own business. 
We will produce the food our country needs 
to win the war and write the peace if allow- 
ed to do so. Let the ones who now draw 
big salaries to run around and tell us what 
we can do either join the army or get a job 
in a vital defense industry. Let’s get this 
job done. We don’t give two whoops about 
riches but we will be free. ; 

If there are others who feel this way 
about the crop control setup let’s hear from 
you or at least be sure and cast your vole 
next May 2d on the marketing quota refer- 
endum. And if you are, as we have been, 
too independent to sign up on the AAA you 
still have a vote if you raise fifteen actts 
or 200 bushels of wheat. Use your vote 0 
don’t cry about the outcome and if yol 
think that there isn’t any use, just remem 
ber what happened when people began t 
send bundles to Congress.—A. W. Hayden.

tent. Their calves from the Texas Long- 
horn cows were hornless and black in color. 
It is needless to say that the results given 
by these pioneer Aberdeen-Angus bulls in 
the way of producing uniformity in color 
and conformation as well as hornless calves 
gave the breed immediate popularity 
amongst the cattle men of those days.

where Aberdeen-Angus cattle made their 


first bid for recognition as the outstanding 
beef cattle of America. 

As is often true of pioneers in any line 
of endeavor, Mr. Grant did not live to see 
the full fruits of his efforts, in fact his own 
personal fortune suffered greatly from his 
new world adventure. In 1878 he _ died 
broken in both spirit and resources. But 
the wide distribution and beneficial effects 
left by the Aberdeen-Angus crosses which 
he produced caused his name to be written 
high amongst those who have contributed 
much toward the improvement of American 
live stock and with his death ends the first 
chapter of the history of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in the United States.
